This reeommendation is in connection with the proposed con- 


struction by the federal govern- 
ment of a retention dam _ near 
Twenty-third street and the con- 
struction of a concrete-lined storm 
channel to handle the flood waters. 

MAY CALL CONFERENCE 

The engineers asked the super- | 
visors to oppose the flood control | 
project as being prepared by the 
U. 8, army engineers for the north- 
west part of the Upland citrus dis- 
trict and the canyon wash. While 
no action was taken yesterday by 
the supervisors, it was indicated a 
conference may be arranged with | 
the army engineers. 

The army engineers haye com- 
pleted surveys of the district and 
final construction plans for the 
project are reported being prepar- 
ed. 

Erection of the dam at mouth 
of the canyon would sharply cur- 
tail conservation of the flow in the 
creek, the principal source of water 
for the irrigation of thousands of 
acres of agricultural lands, the 
county engineers pointed out. 

NATURAL CONSERVATION 

“The building of the dam at the 
lower site, near Foothill boulevard, 
would permit natural spreading of

the creek’s flow for a distance of 
nearly three miles,” explained 
Howard Way, chairman of the ad- 
visory board. 

‘It is the consensus of engineers 
that natural spreadins of water is 
by far the most beneficial means 
of conservation of the flow of 
streams out of the mountains. In 
this instance, the water from San 
Antonio canyon would flow over 
a natural cone from the mouth of 
the canyon to the proposed site of 
the debris basin, sinking into the 
underground basin, where it would 
be stored naturally. Should the 
basin be created at the mouth of 
the canyon, the debris removed 
from the flow and the water di- 
verted into a comparatively nar- 
row, lined channel such as the 
army engineers propose to con- 
struct, we would lose the advant- 
age of natural conservation, ser- 
iously affecting, we fear, water 
levels in the district.” 

In addition to a lower site for 
the dam, the county engineers rec- 
ommended construction of a ser- 
ies of smaller basins at intervals 
further south along the canyon 
wash. 

On the county's board are Mr. 
Way, R. V. Ward, Upland; P. B. 
Hasbrouch, Fontana; Charles L. 
Foulke, city engineer, San Bernar- 
dino; George S. Hinckley, city en- 
gineer, Redlands, and Edgar T. 
Ham, San Bernardino. 

Construction of the gigantic flood 
control project by the federal gov- 
ermment was one of the major pro- 
poged projects in Southern Cali- 





fornia. Estimated cost is $12,- 
400,000. 
Opposition is being expressed 


to the site of the dam and to the}. 


federal government's plan of con- 
fining the storm waters to a nar- 
row channel. The county engi- 
neers seek more emphasis be plac- 
ed on water conservation and not 
all of the project be concerned with 
flood control.

CONDITIONS OF 
IMMIGRANTS TOLD 


Speaker Says Reports of Situa- 
tion in San Joaquin Val- 
ley Not Exaggerated 














If there are those of the opinion 
that reports of conditions among 
jimmigrants in the San Joaquin 
valley are exaggerated they wéuld 
have decided otherwise had they 
heard the talk given by Alpheus 
Wood of Glendale at the meeting 
, of the Upland Rotary club at the 
Upland Inn today noon 
| Mr. Wood, representing the lay- 
;men of the Methodist church in 
;making a survey of conditions 
among those immigrants, recited 
, incidents—which, he indicated, are 
| by no means unusual- illustrating 
the terrible poverty and unsanitary 
| conditions under which many of 
them live. Disease and death are 
prevalent in great numbers, due 
mostly to unsanitary surroundings 
; and not enough food. 
Mr. Wood stated that since 1935 
; more than 300,000 of these poy- 
erty stricken persons have come 
into this state, many of them up- 
on hearing that work is plentiful, 
hours are shorter and pay is bet- 
,ter—and they are a worse men- 
ace than flood or fire. 
000 to 150,000 of these are chil- 
dren, said Mr. Wood, although not 
all families are large, some hav- 
ing no children and others only one 
or two. At a loss as to the solu- 
tion, the speaker stated that Cali- 
fornia is rapidly becoming 
“poor house of the nation.”

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Best: Editorial 








At the annual convention of the California Newspaper Pub- 
lishers Assn. Alpha Phi Gamma awards a cup for the best edi- 
torial published during the preceding year in any daily or 
weekly newspaper of the state. That honor for 1988 went to 


Neal Van Sooy, publisher of the Azusa Herald. Wis editorial 
was headed “‘What Really Is Happening’’ and was printed 
in his paper on August 4. Previous to the convention the edi- 
torial had been printed in many papers, including weeklies and 
dailies. The ‘‘year’s best editorrial’’ follows: 

Odd headline in one of yesterday’s papers: 

‘Japan Seeks to Avoid War.’’ 

With Russia, you understand; not with China. It’s 
one thing to drop bombs on helpless Chinese, but another 
to have bombs dropped by capable Russians, 

Although of course the misunderstanding in China is 
not a ‘‘war,’’ but simply a ‘‘campaign of edueation to re- 
move certain prejudices and misconceptions’’ regarding 
the benevolent Japan>se. 

But the most healthy sign in the Orient today is the re- 
port that despite strict censorship of the news, the Japan- 
ese people are beginning to learn the truth about the mili- 
tary policy and failure. If Japan does not get into war 
with Russia or withdraw from China, the odds are grow- 


ing that a revolution will be fortheoming. 
The question is often raised, ‘‘why is it that the papers 
will carry two stories side by side—one from China and 


the other from Japan—each giving a different version of 
the same battle?’’ 

The answer is rather simple, but hard for those living 
in America, one of the last strongholds of true freedom of 
the press, to understand. 

You don’t ‘‘get’’ news in China or Japan, you ‘‘take’’ 
it. You don’t go out to get a story yourself, you simply 
take the story that is handed to you by a government bu- 
reau. So that you can’t find out what is actually happen- 
ing, but only what the government wants you to know. 

Therefore when both the Chinese and Japanese claim a 
victory on the same day, it’s because their spokesmen as- 


sert it; when the Spanish loyalists and rebels both  an- 
nounce the capture of the same city, it’s because their head- 
quarters proclaim it: when the news dispatches from Tokyo 
and Moscow contradict each other, it’s beeause the two 
representative governments fail to agree 

And even if a reporter should be ambitious and aggres- 
sive enoygh te zet a true story by independent means. he 
would not be allowed fo send it over the government-cen- 
sored telephones or cables. So that the best a news service 
—sueh as Asscciated Press or United Press—ean do is to 
send both stories and let the reader take his pick or strike 
a happy medium. 

These war dispatches are much as if in the Rose Bowl 


game last New Year’s, the only stories allowed to be sent 
to Alabama papers told of the gains made by the southern 
team, without even mentioning its losses. And instead of 
giving the final adverse score, the only statistics would be 
on the size of the Alabama rooting section and the net re- 
eeipts of the team. 

As I said, it’s hard for Americans to understand this. 
for in this country a reporter can get the news regardless 
of how damning it may be to a government, an industry 
or an individual. If unemployment increases under the 
New Deal, the papers can say so; to print a similar story 
in Germany or Italy would mean a happy vacation for all 
concerned, with nothing to do but look out through the 
barbed wires of a concentration camp. 

Freedom of the press means not only the right to print 
the news, but also to get it. We enjoy both im the United 
States in marked contrast to a majority of the nations of 
the world today. Oceasionally a demagogue like the late 


Huey Long or the present Senator Minton try to restrict 
one or both phases of this freedom, but their kind are few, 
and even President Roosevelt, who has probably been the 
brunt of more attacks by the American press than any 
previous executive, would be one of the first to come to the 
defense of freedom of the press. 

Believe it or not, the chief restrictions on freedom of 
the press today come not from governmental agencies or 


large corporations, but from small.individuals and organ- 
izations. 

Let a paper dare to print an article or editorial eriti- 
cizing a pension plan, and a mass boyeott is levied at once 
in an effort to make the editor ‘‘see the light’’. If the 
government did that, it would be suppression of the press; 
when a club does it, that’s ‘‘different’’. 

Or let a paper criticize a small-city councilman and he 
will be threatened with bodily violence. If the President 
did that, it would’ be intimidation of the press: when a 
councilman does it,Mhat’s ‘‘different’’, ) 

Or let a reporter get a story that affects some indi- 
vidual in an adverse way, and he will bring all sorts of 
pressure to stop the story. If Samuel Insull had done that, 
it would have been corruption of the press; when a shoe- 
string merchant does it, that’s ‘‘different’’. 

There is a trite expression, sometimes used jokingly, 
and other times seriously, that runs—‘you can’t believe 
what you read in the newspapers’’. 

At times, you ean’t. But when you can’t, it’s because 
you can’t believe what people tell you to put in the news- 
papers. 

From the weather man right on down to political ean- 
didates.

It is interesting to note that California’s death toll result- 
ing from motor vehicle travel last year is approximately 353 
less than any other year since 19383—such is the estimate of 
the chief of the California Highway Patrol on the basis of fig- 
ures compiled by the bureau of statistics. The estimated num- 
ber of deaths for 1938 was 2,786—as compared with 3,139 in 
1937, and is the iowest number of traffic fatalities in California 
since 1924, when automobiles took the lives of 2,403 persons. 
Or it would be more accurate to state that the drivers of the 
motor vehicles did the job. Best reeord last year was on the 
rural highways and reports indicate the lowest death rate on 
such roads in the last ten years—or since the organization of 
the Highway Patrol. Well—there’s still plenty of room for 
improvement. When one considers that there are thousands of 
automobile accidents in the state in which persons are not kill- 
ed—-but in many instances more or less seriously injured—he 
realizes there are many reckless drivers running at large.
